More than 60 Items are missing from the 
Romulus City Hall since last year, according 
to a recently completed city inventory 
But. Romulus City Clerk Leonard Folmar 
termed the inventory findings “a joke 
The inventory, completed by the auditing 
firm of Adelson. Weitz, Witus and Co., showed 
items including tape recorders, desks, chairs 
and wastebaskets missing 
ROMULUS TREASURER John EL 
Lewkowicz said he intends eventually to talk 
with the Wayne County Sheriff Department 


about the findings, but added that he will 
discuss the report with Folmar and the 
Romulus City Council first 

"Before anything is done, I’d like to talk 
with Leonard/’ Lewkowicz said "According 
to all records, he was responsible for the 
inventory in the past city administration. 

"I really don’t know what we can do if 
something’s missing, but I'm sure checking 
around to make sure that the items really are 


missing ” 

Folmar. when informed of the report 
laughed at the implications, and said “Some 
guy came into my office one day and checked 
the invetory. But it wasn’t what you’d call a 
detailed check ’’ 

FOLMAR CHECKED some of the items 
listed as missing and looked around his office. 

"It showed one dictaphone missing here,'* 
he said “It’s up on the shelf ” 


'a joke' 

The dictaphone had been on Folmar’s 
bookshelf for several months, in plain view of 
any visitor, he said 

In the report, given to Lewkowicz Feb 1. 
the accounting firm said "Prior lists of in- 
ventoried fixed assets prepared by city 
emploves at various dates during the later 
month’s of 1972 were submitted to us for 
comparison 

"A COMPARISON of the then existing 


items with our physical count indicated a lack 
of sufficient accountability for the property 
items involved “ 

The firm listed 64 items in all, with an 
estimated value in excess of $5,000 as 
missing 

Included in the list were four electric 
typewriters, four shotguns, an adding 
machine, an autocopier, two dictaphones, 
four tape recorders, a movie projector, two 
filmstrip readers, a camera, two bookcases, 
three desks, nine file cabinets, nine chairs 
and other assorted items as ash travs and 
waste baskets

Romulus Mayor Terry L 
Trout! is beginning to gear up 
for a crack-down on sub- 
standard home construction 
Troutt has stripped the 
city’s building department to

"It’s in response to com- 
plaints from residents of the 
Meadows Subdivision,” Troutt 
said “The residents com- 


21 buildings face 
city demolition 


Twenty-one building owners in Romulus 
will receive notices that they have to 
demolish their building structors, or face the 
consequences. 

Mayor Terry L. Troutt’s crew of inspectors 
has turned up 21 substandard buildings 
outside of the Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
and the Wayne-Beverly urban renewal area 
which should be removed 
"Were still working on policy,” Troutt 
said. “But I imagine the owners will be given 
between 30 and 60 days to demolish the 
buildings, before the city moves in.” 


IF THE C ITY must move in, the buildings 
will be demolished with funds for a special 
"demolition revolving charge” set up by 
Troutt to promote speedy justice for com 
munity eyesores. 

Funds from the demolition kitty will be 
used to pay for the destruction of the sub- 
standard dwellings and buildings and the cost 
of the demolition will them be tacked onto the 
owner’s tax bill.

Schools may offer iXJd

The City of Romulus may 
acquire more land for park 
development if the Romulus 
Board of Education accedes to 
the city’s request to buy or 
lease school land adjacent to 
Merriman Elementary School 
for the sum of $1. 

Gary' Bingaman, assistant 
director of responsive 
government, presented the 
city’s request to the board 
Monday night. He said the city 
is considering putting between 
$64,000 and $80,000 into the 
development of the 8.1 acres it 
was interested in. 

Tentative site plans, ac- 
cording to an outline 
presented to the board by 
Bingaman. would include a 
ball diamond, tennis courts 
also planned for multi-purpose 


use. a parking area for 70 
cars, restrooms, a pavilion, a 
picnic site and a wooded 
nature area 

A MAJOR factor to tbe 
considered by the board prior 
to the next meeting with city 
representatives, is alleviation 
of the drainage problems that 
have plagued the Merriman 
school area 

The city’s plans indicate 
that the elimination of the 
flooding problem in the area is 
included in improvement and 
development of the park area 

The park, proposed as a 
community-neighborhood 
concept, would be fenced in 
with lighting in the parking 
and street areas, according to 
Bingaman 

City representatives are to 
meet with Thomas M Janack, 
assistant superintendent for 


maintenance aruT operations 
for the Romulus schools, with 
a report to be presented to the 
board at a later date. 


plained that Republic Builders 
and Kauffman and Broad 
have built substandard 
housing and we’re going to 
check into it.” 

TROUTT ADDED that one 
home recently inspected in a 
"dry run” of the project, 
showed more than 20 
deficiencies, including joints 
which didn’t fit and poor 
cement work in the basement 
"The basement floor’s 
cracking up,” Troutt said 
"And the floor of the whole 
house doesn’t fit right. 

"It’s a disgrace these 
builders * were allowed to 
construct sub-standard homes 
like these in Romulus. 

"If there had been a crack- 
down in the past, I’ll bet 
builders wouldn’t hang around 
this community, let alone 
have the courage to sue us for 
a zoning change.” 

KAUFFMAN AND Broad 
has a suit against Romulus for 
a zoning from single family 
residential to multiple in the 
city’s northwestern section. 

Troutt h; s been fighting the 
suit since taking office. 

“Some people seem to think 
we’re being too harsh on these 
developers,” Troutt said. 

The mayor said the lay-offs 
in the building department 
were dictated by slowing 
economics in Romulus.

State Rep Edward E. 
Mahalak (D-Romulus) has 
introduced two bills which 
would give veterans of. the 
Vietnam War job preference 
in public employment and 
establish a special deer 
hunting season for muzzle 
loaders. 

Under the first bill state and 
local governments would be 
required to consider Vietnam 
veterans for public employe 
positions. 

“The bill specifically adds 
veterans of Vietnam to an old 
law, which requires job 
preference by public em- 
ployers for honorably 
discharged veterans of all 
US. wars,” Mahalak said. 
“The purpose is to emphasize 
the need for job opportunities 
for those who served their 
nation honorably in the time of 
the Vietnam War These 
young veterans deserve at 
ieast this much special con- 
sideration.” 

THE LAW covers state, 
county and municipal 
government employment. It 
includes interim ap- 
pointments to elective office 

The veteran must have been 
a resident of the state for at 
least two years and a resident 
of the county, in which the 
office or position is located for 
at least one year and must 
have other requisite 
qualifications in order to 
receive the preferential 
treatment The veteran 
cannot be disqualified because 
of age, loss of limb or other 
physical impairment, which 
does not incapacitate him for 
the job. 

“This is a good law and one 
which now should be put to use 
to benefit our veterans of 
Vietnam,” Mahalak said “No 
man or woman should lose out 
on employment opportunities 
because they have taken time 
out of their lives to serve their 
country, especially in time of 
war. It is my hope that this 
law r will be strictly followed by 
all public employers at all 
levels.” 

Mahalak is chairman of the 
house committee on military 
and veterans’ affairs. 

THE DEER hunting bill, 
introduced by Mahalak and 
Rep Joseph Snyder of St. 
Clair Shores, would establish 


a hunting season from Dec. l 
to Dec. 20. It would be limited 
to muzzle loading rifles or 
shotguns loaded with a 44 
calibre or larger round ball, 
propelled by black powder 

The season w ould be limited 
to the taking of antlered male 
deer and would be restricted 
to zones 2 and 3 - Northern 
Michigan 

The regular firearms season 
for deer ends on Nov 30. 

“There has been rising 
interest in muzzle loaders,” 
Mahalak said “More and 
more people are obtaining and 
using these antique forms of 
firearms. It is a challenging 
sport Many hunters have 
taken muzzle loaders and they 
would like to see a special 
season for their weapons. It 
makes it difficult for a hunter 
with a hefty muzzle loader 
w-hen the woodlands are 
crowded with other hunters 
carrying modern weapons 
Thev are two different types 
of hunters. 


“A special Dec. 1 to Dec 20 
deer season for old-fashioned 
firearms would be an ex- 
cellent idea. The number of 
hunters would be com- 


paratively small and the toll of 
bucks would be light. It would 
not affect the regular season 
and the overall size of the deer 
herd.”

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To save Romulus money 

Baumann watches spending in city 's DPW

In these days of shortages, everyone has to 
watch just how much they use And In 
Romulus it’s no different. 

So, a 22-year old Romulus man, Barry 
Baumann, may have the most important job 
in the Romulus Department of Public Works, 
outside of being a director of one of the DPW’s 
divisions. 

Baumann has been retained by Mayor 
Terry L. Troutt as a “watchman” for the 
city's goods. Acting under the title of “In- 
ventory Control Officer,” Baumann makes 
sure the city has the goods it purchased for 
DPW use, that purchases are made at the best 
price available and that gasoline isn’t wasted. 

“IT’S EVIDENT there was a problem in 
keeping track of materials in the past,” 
Baumann said. “It could be that no one was 
around to handle the job. 

“But now it appears that things are shaping 
up.” 

Baumann added that he came into the job 
with the attitude that someone should know-

where ail tools and machinery used by the 
DPW workers are at all times. 

“Someone has to be responsible for the use 
of equipment or it gets lost,” he said 
HE INSTITUTED a “sign-in and sign-out” 
procedure at the department, where any 
worker using an item must sign a voucher 
indicating that he has it. 

“In the past, the crib was left open and the 
equipment was taken at will.” he added 
“There were instances where equipment 
which could be used on the job and on 
household chores, was taken home and the 
worker forgot to bring it back the next day 
“Then when it was required to a city job, it 
wasn’t available.” 

Now, each man must check in and check out 
his equipment, and will lose money if 
equipment isn’t returned. 


“In emergencies, we give the key to the crib 
to the foreman on duty,” Baumann said. 
“That way, when something is needed for an 
emergency repair, it’s available, and 
someone knows where it is at all times.” 

BAUMANN ALSO HAS taken on the 
responsibility of making sure that all city 
purchases are made at the best price. 

“If something is needed - signs for instance 
- I’ll phone around, and check various 
businesses for the best price,” he said. “When 
I find what appears to be the lowest price, I 
check with our purchasing agent, Edmund 
Bizek Sr., and request his approval. 

“Then the item can be purchased and we’ve 
saved some money.” 

Baumann estimates that since he has been 
on the job, the city has saved more than $5,000 
on purchases. 


“WE TRY TO KEEP our purchases as 

local as possible,” Baumann said. “After all, 
these people pay taxes to the city. 

“But we also have an eye on competitive 
prices and, if it saves tax dollars, we aren’t 
adverse to traveling outside the city for 
purchases.” 

Baumann’s third duty is making sure that 
gasoline supplies aren’t squandered 
needlessly. 

“We’ve instituted a ‘credit card’ system oi 
purchasing,” he said “Every employe must 
sign for gasoline now before he can use it in a 
vehicle 

“WE’VE HAD special forms printed up, 
which require the employe to record the 
mileage on vehicles, the amount of gasoline 
he pumps and his name 

“That way, we not only make sure the 


employes are out on the job, but also can keep 
track of the vehicle’s maintenance.” 

During January, when the city had to plow 
snow several times, vehicles used 4,600 
gallons of gasoline During December, when 
the weather was relatively mild and the need 
for gasoline wasn’t as great, the city used 
4,600 gallons. 

“While it appears as though we used the 
same amount of gasoline both months, it 
actually reflects a savings." Baumann said. 
“After all. the vehicles have to travel much 
farther in plowing roads than they would in 
the mild weather of December.” 

AT THE SAME time, Baumann has 
checked into the low mileage of some vehicles 
to see if it can be improved 

“In one instance, the city’s sewer crew 
trucks were getting 2.5 miles to the gallon,” 
he said. “It seemed as though the trucks were 
in good running order, so we checked with the 
men and found that they left the motors 
running while they were on the job to warm 
up”

(Continued from Page A-l) 
final cost run upwards of $15 
million, with Romulus and the 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport 
splitting an $11 million share, 
and Huron Township picking 
up the rest. 

“Huron’s explaination is 
that it expects the airport to 
pick up the entire cost of the 
$60,000 study,” Troutt said. 
“Of course, we’d like the 
airport to pay for U* e study, 
but we’re w illing to put in our 
$35,000 share if the airport 
isn’t willing to pay for the 
whole thing. 

“Still I think there’s room 
for negotiation, such as giving 
the airport credit for the 
money it spends on the study, 
when the project gets un- 
derway.” 

THE STUDY, requested by 
the Wayne County Drain 
Commission, was required by 
the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers to prove that the 
Huron River - particularly the 
Flat Rock dam - can hold the 
extra storm flow from 
Romulus and Huron Town- 
ship. 

If it proves the project of 
diverting the storm flow is 
feasible, the project could 
begin. 


said she expects the field to 
be completed by mid-May, in 
time for softball season. 

In conjunction with the 
park, the Romulus “Let’s 
Light the Way” committee is 
pushing for a $100,000 lighting 
program to promote night- 
time baseball at the Elmer 
Johnson Park and night-time 
football at the Romulus High 
School. 

Erection of the lighting 
along with construction of the 
ball field at the park bring the 


initial cost of construction in 
“Phase I” to more than 
$100,000. 

More than half the money 
for the construction was ob- 
tained from the Michigan 
Department of Natural 
Resources in the form of a 
park construction grant. 

The city may apply for a 
similar grant to finish con- 
struction of the remaining 15 
acres of the Elmer Johnson 
Park, a city spokesman said.

A deadly trail follows 'topless' trucks 


You’re driving along on the highway, 
several car-lengths behind a ‘‘topless” truck - 
and you shout a few choice words. 

If you were lucky, the worse of it was a 
spray of hot ash or gravel bouncing off the 
front windshield but for the majority of 
Michigan’s motorists it means cracked 
windshields, serious injury or possible death. 

Last year alone, Michigan motorists and 
their insurance companies paid out more than 
$5 million to replace windshields cracked by 
debris from uncovered trucks. 

IN LAST MONTH'S issue of Motor News, a 
publication of the Automobile Club of 
Michigan, writer Tom Freel pointed out some 
alarming figures - and facts against topless 
trucks. 

Freel said the campaign to require covers 
for trucks hauling loose cargo such as gravel 
was begun two years ago, and in that time the 
Automobile Club heard from more than 1,500 
motorists who experienced the danger from 
uncovered trucks. 

In the 26 years I have been driving. I’ve had 
the misfortune of three spray jobs by open-top 
trucks - the latest came several months ago 
on 1-94. Lucky for me the only damage was a

cracked windshield ..for a few critical 
seconds I lost control of my car 

AS FOR GETTING the name of the 
trucking firm, that was out of the question. 
The trucker was hitting 70-plus and leaving a 
trail of bullet-like stones 

The real danger comes from double-tandem 
type trucks About the only defense at this 
stage is to stay far-behind the path of debris 
falling from a topless truck 

If conditions are so bad, as pointed out by 
the Automobile Club and other auto insurance 
agencies, why are trucks allowed to haul 
loose cargo with uncovered tops? 

Last year the Legislature failed to act on a 
ban the topless truck proposal, and Freel 
points out several factors. 

• THE TEAMSTERS AND trucking in- 
dustry have strongly opposed such legislation 


in Lansing. The Associated Press stated that 
two bills that required covers for topless 
trucks were stalled in the Legislature and 
died in committee due to Teamster and 
trucking industry opposition.” 

This legislative year, there are three bills 
before committees that could help put a stop 
to the hauling of loose cargo by topless trucks. 
One such bill is being pursued by State 
Senator David A. Plawecki of Dearborn 
Heights 

The trucking firms claim a cover over loose 
cargo is impractical, but according to the 
Michigan Department of State Highways and 
Transportation - it has developed a cover that 
can be “hand cranked back and forth over a 
truck's cargo area in seconds.” 

This device, the state agency claims, is a 
simply nylon mesh and plastic cover The cost 


for a standard truck would be about $100, and 
slightly higher for larger trucks 

WHILE WE RECOGNIZE the vital role the 
trucking industry performs, and the high 
taxes it pays for highway use - is it asking too 
much of the trucking industry to make our 
highways safer from falling debris and killer 
projectiles hurtling at motorists? 

The drive to ban topless trucks goes beyond 
the interests of insurance companies paying 
out staggering amounts for broken wind- 
shields - the safety factor has no price tag. 

Here are some hair-raising statements you 
may have experienced: 

“A truck broke my windshield and I had to 
pick glass out of my six-month-old daughter,” 
wrote one distressed mother. 

Another upset mother wrote: “A large rock 
broke my windshield and showered glass on 
the baby in the front seat.” 
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WHILE THE SAFETY factory is our major 
concern, the cost of picking up falling litter 
from open-top trucks is of equal concern. 

How many times have you taken notice of 
an uncovered truck leaving a stream of paper 
and cardboard along the highway-and it 
happens on regular surface roadways and 
moreso on our high-speed expressways. 

And if you have doubts that highway 
spillage’ by truckers is not a subject of 
national concern, we need only remind that 22 
states last year made some effort at 
legislating uncovered loose cargo trucks. 

Eight states went a step further and 
adopted laws that require the covering of 
certain loads - or a more secure method of 
loose cargo hauling. 

IF A MOTORIST - or trucker - can be 
ticketed for driving with faulty brakes, lights 
or excessive noise - then it’s about time a law 
was enacted to ban topless trucks from 
dumping debris on our highways and zinging 
windshields with piercing, deadly projectiles. 

You can aid the safety campaign by con- 
tacting your respective insurance 
carriers, or writing to Senator Plawecki at 
the State capitol Building in Lansing.

Anti-crime tax levy 
would rob surburbia 


If the proponents of a one-mill county anti- 
crime tax were looking for public direction, 
they found it at a recent “citizens’ session” 
held at the Westland city hall. 

The poor turnout of citizenry was not a case 
of public apathy, it was more a case of public 
dismay that County Commissioner Robert 
FitzPatrick would suggest higher taxes in a 
time period of inflation and unemployment. 

While The Enterprise-Roman and every 
concerned citizen supports the war against 
crime, to suggest the burden of an additional 
10-year tax millage at tips time in Wayne 
County is a bit absurd. 

We say absurd because of the tax-dollar 
distribution, which aims to take more out of 
Western Wayne County than the return. 

For example, under the county plan 
Romulus citizens would be hit with an annual 
tax levy of $187,000 and would receive $121,000 
of its payment in return; while Belleville 
taxpayers would realize a $4,000 loss in their 
annual $14,000 investment to “fight crime.” 

Here are a few other foolhardy scales 


mapped out for neighboring Western Wayne 
County communities: Westland would invest 
$342,000 and in return would get a short- 
changed $312,000; Wayne would get a losing 
return of $97,000 for its $138,000; and Canton 
Township would also take a beating, getting 
$68,000 for its $114,000 tax payment. 

While Belleville officials questioned the 
constitutional legality of the proposed county 
tax levy, Gary Bingamen of Romulus’ 
Department for Responsive Government and 
members of the city council openly opposed 
the one-mill tax proposal. 

The best assessment to come out of the tax 
meeting came from Westland council 
member Justine Bams, who said: "I don’t 
like the idea of ‘Big Brother* telling us what to 
do with our budget.” 

The formula, if you can call it a formula, 
benefits Detroit to the tune of $52 million 
during the 10-year millage levy. 

There must be some other avenue to assist 
Detroit’s war against crime, but not at the 
expense of an already tax weary suburbia. 



Brezhnev links Nixon with detente chariot 

Soviet people want better living conditions 


(Editor’s Note — Veteran newsman Tom' 
Ochiltree writes the first of a four-part series 
entitled “Russia Revisited,” starting today 
Ochiltree’s Leningrad datelined report 
touches on the Soviet bid to preserve the 
present detente with the United States.)

LENINGRAD — Strong political shock 
waves undoubtedly would be felt by the Soviet 
Union’s ruling hierarchy if Watergate brings 
about President Nixon’s fall from power or 
the repudiation by Congress of his policy of 
East-West detente. 

A definite linkage exists between the out 
come of Watergate and the foreseeable 
course of American-Soviet relations. 

This is the firm impression reinforced time 
after time during a short but surprisingly 
revealing visit to the Soviet Union 

THE DETAILS of the various incidents 
referred to collectively as Watergate seem 
almost trivial to the Russians with their 
system of one party rule. But the political fall- 
out from Watergate is another matter 
causing the Russians considerable worry 

The current five-year plan, 1970-1975, for 
the first time emphasizes the need for 
producing more consumer goods. 

The Soviet people expect to begin living 
better soon They feel they have been fobbed 
off too many times in the past as the nation’s 
leaders put the major emphasis on such 


things as building steel mills and launching 
space craft 

COMMUNIST PARTY leader Leonid 
Brezhnev has committed himself to detente, 
which links his chariot in a sense to Nixon's. 
The terms the Russians visualize for the 
easing of East-West tensions naturally are 
different from those being formulated by 
American officials, yet the general thrust on 
both sides appears much the same 


for conversations with their Soviet opposite 
numbers 

Some 25 of us volunteered and were bused t 
to the palace. I took part in a panel discussion 
involving Soviet and American journalists In 
our group, at least, the Russian participants 
made only a minimum, half-hearted effort to 
repeat well worn propaganda points 

Their most articulate spokesman, a 
diplomatic correspondent for Leningrad 


We do not want to see Watergate undercut 
the course of events visualized by 
Chairman Brezhnev and President Nixon. 


As Brezhnev makes his moves he must keep 
an eye on Politburo member Mikhail Suslov. 
who speaks for the hardliners in the Kremlin, 
just as Nixon has to watch out that Sen Henry 
M Jackson, D-Wash., does not sandbag him. 
The outline of his complex situation became 
clear to me during conversations in a pre- 
revolutionary palace, a place of crystal and 
gold and crimson splendor entitled the House 
of Friendship and Peace 

THE PARTY of 175 Americans with 
which I was touring was asked if any 
professionals in the group would like to meet 


Pravda. leaned across the table and said: 
“The first consideration should be the status 
of the detente We do not want to see 
Watergate undercut the course of events 
visualized by Chairman Brezhnev and 
President Nixon That would not help either of 
our countries ” 

HE AGREED W1 Til the suggestion that the 
only alternative to detente would be an end- 
less, ever more expensive arms race which 
in time would lower the living standards ot 
everyone and bankrupt both superpowers

The early years of formation 

Belleville, Romulus and New Boston 


This week we will touch upon the 
early formation days of Belleville. 
Romulus and New Boston 
Belleville was incorporated as a city 
in 1946 Its history traces back to 1826 
when Archibald Fleming and Samuel 
McNath and their two sons settled 
there The town was laid out in 1834 
THE BUILDING of the Wabash 
Railroad mow Norfolk and Western* in 
1881 was Belleville's railroad station, 
known then as French Landing In land 
size, Belleville measures 0 % square 
miles with a 1970 census population 
report of 2,406 

Belleville sits in the middle of Van 
Buren Township, with access to the 


southern shoreline of Belleville Lake — 
a manmade lake developed from the 
waters of the Huron River 
Romulus became a city in May, 1970 
It was created in 1835 from part of 
Huron Township, one of the original 
nine townships in Wayne County The 
first known resident was a French- 
Canadian by the name of Samuel 
Polyne, who immigrated in 1826 
The village of Romulus was platted 
and recorded in 1836 and eventually 
came to be known as “Pullens Cor- 
ners ” This is the section which is 
claimed to have played an important 
role during the period of the un- 
derground railroad in the trans- 


portation of escaped slaves from the 
south 

THE VAST AND still expanding 
Metropolitan Airport occupies ap- 
proximately one-sixth of the city’s 36 
square miles 

Romulus has a population of 22,879 — 
for an increase of more than 7,000 since 
the 1960 federal census 

New Boston is one of three residential 
settlements in Huron Township — and 
as the township’s most dominant 
residential area it serves as the seat 
of Huron’s township government. 

New- Boston was first settled in 1820, 
and is situated in the northwest corner 
of the township 


correct possibly historians 2,000 years from 
now might look back upon our world and 
compare an unchecked Soviet-American 
arms race with the extravagant waste of 
effort and money exhibited when ancient 
Egypt built the pyramids That imagery 
seemed to capture the Russians’ attention. 

So far as Watergate is concerned, the 
Russians made it clear they were not in- 
terested particularly in what did or did not 
occur They toon tne posiUon, surprisingly 
similar to that often voiced by Nixon's sup- 
porters in the United States, that certain 
eastern newspapers, news magazines and 
television networks were whipping up a great 
froth of a scandal out of almost nothing 

AMERICANS SHOULD not be jarring 
Resident Nixon's arm, they suggested, at a 
lime when he and Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger are engaged in important 
diplomatic moves 

It was particularly clear that the Russians 
want to obtain trade and credit concessions 
from the United States They visualize ex- 
changing some of their raw materials, such 
as natural gas, for American financial and 
technological help in stimulating Soviet in- 
dustry 

Watergate keeps capturing the headlines, 
but historically the current debate in the 
United States on American-Soviet relations 
may be much more important 

THESE QUESTIONS in particular keep 
cropping up 

—Should we accept Soviet professions of 
peaceful coexistence at face value 9 

—Is detente an accomplished fact or is it a 
political ploy exploited with great skill by the 
other side 9 

—Is it safe to extend “most favored nation” 

( MFN ) treatment and long term credits to the 
Russians in the interest of expanding world 
trade 9 

Sen Jackson and those who think like him 
remain skeptical of Soviet intentions. They 
feel the U S government already gave away 
too much in the original agreement on 
nuclear arms limitation In their eyes 
Americans were victimized by the Russians 
in the wheat deal 

ON THE OTHER SIDE of the coin there are 
people in high places in the Soviet Union, I 
was told, who take the same suspicious view 
of American motives and actions 

Believers in detente in both the United 
States and Soviet Union have one thing going 
for them Their position is the “hopeful” 
opuon The alternative is endless cold war 
which could be punctuated by peripheral hot 
wars or even the human race's final horror 
- a full- scale nuclear exchange between the 
world’s two superpowers 


Diplomats relieved 

Solzhenitsyn's 
'departure' 
saves detente

WASHINGTON — By Forcing Nobel Prize winning author 
Alexander Solzhenitsyn into exile, Soviet authorities 
thoroughly shocked world opinion but restrained themselves 
just enough to avoid rupturing the slow-growing movement 
toward detente. 

That, at any rate, is the widely held view of western 
diplomats who frankly were relieved that Solzhenitsyn was 
not treated with greater harshness 

Had the dissident writer of “The Gulag Archieplago” been 
executed or sent again to face the horrors of the Soviet penal 
system, which he described so vividly in his book, it would 
have been difficult for the Nixon Administration to expand 
American public support for an easing of east-west tensions. 
SELDOM SINCE the Bolshevik Revolution in the autumn 
of 1917 has any Soviet citizen skated on such thin ice as 
Solzhenitsyn and been let off as lightly. 

Western Diplomats believe Solzhenitsyn’s case reveals 
the following about the thinking of Soviet Communist Party 
Chief Leonid I. Brezhnev: 

Poker faced Brezhnev seems to be as anxious as the 
western side to keep detente going. He is willing to pay a 
price for this in return for our capital and technology to 
stimulate and modernize the soggy Soviet economy and 
give the Russian people more consumer goods 
The attitude of Communist China has to be of continuing 
concern in Moscow And finally, to give Brezhnev his due. he 
probably realizes that a never ending arms race ultimately 
will break the backs of both the Soviet Union and the United 
States or lead to the unthinkable-an all-out nuclear war. 

WHILE THE UNITED STATES government has made it 
clear many times that it regrets the way Soviet Authorities 
treat some Soviet citizens, the expulsion of Solzhenitsyn will 
not be used by Washington as a pretext to interfere with 
detente 

Shortly after the Russians hustled Solzhenitsyn out of the 
Soviet Union and into West Germany. Secretary of State 
Henry A Kissinger gave newsmen this definition of the U S. 
view of the matter 

“Our constant view has been that the necessity for detente 
does not reflect approbation of the Soviet domestic structure. 
The necessity of detente is produced by the inadmissability 
of general nuclear war under present conditions. The ac- 
cumulation of nuclear arms has to be constrained if mankind 
is not to destroy itself “ 

One question naturally arises from all this 
IF THE RUSSIANS are as anxious for detente as we are. 
should w e ask them to pay a higher price for such things as 
the credit and trade concessions would provide them? 

In other words, should we up the ante and insist that Soviet 
authorities conduct the domestic affairs of their country in a 
more humane manner 9 

In a sense that was the signal Solzhenitsyn was giving to 
the west He has been saying, in substance: Soviet leaders 
really need western help Keep the pressure on them until 
they acknowledge the Bolshevik system’s excesses of the 
past, call to account all those who participated in the mind 
boggling brutality of the Stalin era and free the Russian 
people once and for all from the shadow of secret police 
power 

THE QUESTION concerning the western bargaining at- 
titude is not an easy one to answer No country' . and par- 
ticularly one as big and powerful as the Soviet Union, will 
allow itself to be treated as a pariah 
The voicing of too much moral outrage in the west can 
bring counter-charges from Moscow that Western society is 
far from perfect in several respects 
But most of all. east and west alike will lose if detente 
collapses, voices on both sides keep suggesting.

get that way? Theories for 
migraine - one of the most 
severe forms of headache - 
range from allergies and 
gland disturbances to 
hereditary chemical im- 
balances. Among its victims it 
numbers more women than 
men. 

Most common headaches, 
according to doctors, stem 
from tensions, fatigue, fever, 
lack of sleep, a missed meal or 
a hangover. The pain - usually 
described in those TV com- 
mercials as “splitting,” 
“piercing,” “pounding” or 
“dull’’ - can come on the 
victim after a tense family 
confrontation, working 
furiously on Friday, to make a 
weekend train, a sudden with- 
drawal from frequent coffee- 
drinking - or just “out of the 
blue.” 

While ancient cures for 
severe headaches run the 
gamut from piercing the skull 
to let out evil demons to 
feeding the victim a portion of 
cow’s brains, today’s doctor- 
prescribed anti-headache 
weapons include 
tranquilizers, anti- 
depressants and a rye 
derivative, Ergotamine 
Tartrate, which constricts 
dilated blood vessels in the 
head In cases of recurrent 
heaches triggered by tensions 
or stress situations, often 
psychological help is advised 
to uncover motional reasons 
for the pain. 

Promising technique 

In addition to drugs and 
psychological therapy, one 
promising technique currently 
being tested involves training 
headache - suffers 
psycho-somatic self-control to 
increase blood flow into the 
hands. As a number of tests at 
the Menninger Clinic in 
Topeka, Kan., indicated 
recently, the pain of the 
migraine suffered was 
alleviated - as the hand 
temperature went up. 

Yet another new approach 
to meet the problem head-on, 
demonstrated recently, is a 
“Tranquility Machine” which 
utilizes elctrodes and works on 
the theory that electric 
stimulation will benefit the 
area where the headache 
occurs However, its recent

Some popular remedies for 
“ordinary” headaches, 
besides non-prescription 
aspirin-based analgesics - for 
which Americans spend up- 
ward of half a billion dollars a 
year - include such first-aid 
measures as lying down in a 
darkened room, massaging 
the neck muscles, taking a 
warm shower, or heat from an 
electric pad. Headache-prone 
individuals are also advised 
by doctors to avoid stress 
situations whenever possible 
and get frequent periods of 
rest and relaxation. 

Since a recurrent headache 
may be a symptom of a health 
problem, the Insitute advises 
that you visit a doctor to check 
into its cause. Some 
headaches may be yet another 
sign of an infection, high blood 
pressure or even cysts or 
brain tumors which may 
require surgery. Prompt 
medical attention, says the 
Institute, could lead to early 
discovery of the problem of 
which a headache may be a 
warping signal.

The Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners has delayed 
action on a proposal to in- 
crease the strength of the two 
policing forces at Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport 
following a plea from Com- 
missioner Tom Taylor that 
•‘something’s wrong ” 

The board of commissioners 
sent a proposal to increase the 
strength of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Road Patrol and of a 
special force being main- 
tained by the Wayne County 
Road Commission back to the 
Public Safety and Judiciary 
Committee, following Taylor’s 
plea 

Taylor said he fought the 
“classic double dip by 
government agencies,” based 
on “experience which tells me 
something’s wrong.” 

“A FEW months ago, the 
commissioners allowed the 
road commission and the 


sheriff’s road patrol to enter 
into an agreement which split 
the policing duties at the 
airport,” Taylor said “I 
fought it at that time, but it 
passed 

“Now they have both come 
hack and have asked to in- 
crease the strength the 
commissioners originally 
agreed to — the road com- 
mission wants to increase the 
strength of the force, 
protecting the terminals, from 
50 to 60, and the road patrol 
wants to increase the strength 
of the force, watching the 
parking lots and roads, from 
42 to 53. 

“The sheriffs department 
gave up policing the ter- 
minals, a job it did with 42 
men, and now asks for an 
increase fn strength ” 

Taylor said the problem is a 
“classic double dip by 
government agencies where 
we set up two like agencies 
with overlapping overhead for 
no good reason.” 


“I SEE no reason why the 
job couldn’t be done by one 
agency,” he said “The 
sheriff's department comes 
back requesting 10 new patrol 
men and one secretary to 
handle less work. 

“The entire proposal is in 
direct opposition to the 


board’s philosophy expressed 
to townships, which become 
dttes 

It would seem there are 
other alternatives for policing 
the airport, possibly installing 
more closed-circuit television 
observation points rather than 
hiring more high priced police 
officers ”

Recruiting, polls 
assailed by 
Marquette's McGuire

Unshaven and looking somewhat bedraggled in a wrinkled, 
charcoal-colored trench coat, the weary man made his 
decree 


“Those three losses this season won’t hurt UCLA in the 
end. ..they’ll still win the NCAA tournament,” he declared. 
“Bill Walton is just too good and John Wooden is a miracle 
coach. 

"BUT I DO think this is the end of their dynasty over 
college basketball. UCLA has 
no more Jabbars or Waltons 
coming up and the Pacific 8 is 
improving It’ll be up for 
grabs next year. 1 * 

From any other man, such a 
statement might elicit a yawn. 
Just another observer making 
another prediction about 
mighty UCLA 

But when A1 McGuire talks, 
people listen. The coach of the 
powerful Marquette 
University basketball team 
for 11 years was in town 
Friday with his team in 
preparation for Saturday’s 
game at the University of 
Detroit. The squad was 
slaying at the Airport Hotel at Metro Airport and had a short 
workout in the Belleville High School gym Friday afternoon. 

McGUIRE. WHO confesses his age only as “in my mid- 
forties.” is one of the top five most respected coaches in all 
of college basketball. His Warriors are a perennial inhabitant 
of a position in the Top 10 each season and haven’t missed 
reaching the Top 5 in five years Ranked seventh now by 
United Press International and ninth by the Associated 
Press, the Milwaukee school owned fourth place in the polls 
earlier in the season before being upset by South Carolina. 



McGuire’s teams have won 20 games in each of the last 
eight seasons, and Saturday's easy victory over U-D was 
Marquette’s 21st of the current campaign The Warriors have 
also gone to postseason tournaments each of the last seven 
seasons. 


ALTHOUGH COLORFUL on the bench, the New York-born 
McGuire was softspoken before his team’s practice at 
Belleville, partially because he was weary from the previous 
night’s game at New York’s Madison Square Garden 
against Manhattan College, where the Warriors snapped 
the hosts’ seven-game home court winning streak, and the 
turbulent plane ride to Detroit just an hour earlier. 

McGuire, who loves to walk, was oblivious to a slight 
drizzle emerging from the murky skies as he strolled around 
the Belleville school grounds offering his wisdom on various 
subjects related to basketball. 

”‘Yes, UCLA will take it again this year,” he repeated 
confidently in his Brooklyn accent. “Walton’s just too good on 
any given night. And I think they should still be ranked 
number one North Carolina State doesn’t deserve to be 
number one and Notre Dame isn’t good enough lor number 
two 

"WHY HAS UCLA LOST three this season 7 I think it’s 
senioritis. It can be harder for seniors to properly prepare for 
games than juniors. Also, the PAC-8 is improving this year, 
as Oregon and Oregon state indicated ” 


But McGuire then admitted that rankings - or polls - really 
have no meaning “They’re a news item, there’s no other 
value to them. The polls are something for Monday and 
Tuesday papers to print They create interest 

“But players have a tendency to get tight about the polls 
When they get ranked high they can choke That’s what so 
remarkable about Wooden and UCLA - they never get tight.” 

McGuire has had his share of superstars at Marquette, 
including Dean Meminger, Don Kojis, Jim Chones and 
Larry MacNeill to name a few All are playing 
professionally today but two of them • Chones and MacNeill - 
never had a chance to reach their absolute potential at 
Marquette 

And that’s because they quit school in their junior years 
and signed with the pros as hardship cases McGuire has 
been one of the unluckiest coaches in that repsect - losing 
stars with more than a season left of eligibility - and hopes it 
won’t happen again this season 

HE HAS A FELLOW named Maurice Lucas playing for 
him now, and the 6-8 center may just be the best yet to come 
out of Marquette. “I don't know what Maurice has planned,” 
said McGuire, "but I sure hope he doesn't leave too Each 
season when we re about ready to make our move, just when 
we re getting set to rocket, somebody leaves and goes to the 
ABA as a hardship case 

“There’s no solution to this problem in the immediate 
future, though,” he continued, still strolling through the 
drizzle “The first thing that has to come is a common draft 
between the ABA and NBA Then we need a merger, but a 
merger won’t come about until they give a little more 
freedom to the athlete in breaking away from the so-called 
slave type of contract 

“It’s tough on the owner and tough on the athlete, but when 
the merger comes it will end the jumping of the student- 
athletes before they get their degrees.”

The cage Chiefs have 
struggled all season to stay 
out of the league's cellar, and 
with one game left they can

When the United States 
Supreme Court meets 
today, the nation’s highest 
judicial panel will hear the 
long-awaited Detroit cross- 
district busing controversy. 

The decision, when it 
comes - will be an historic one. 
Newsmen close to the High 
Court scene foresee a decision 
by May 

Should the panel rule in 
favor of the cross-district 
metro plan proposed by 
Detroit Federal Judge 
Stephen Roth— children from 
practically every suburban 
district in Wayne. Oakland 


and Macomb counties would 
be bused 

JUDGE ROTHS metro 
busing plan includes the 
Western Wayne County school 
districts of Wayne-Westland, 
Garden Cjty, Inkster, West- 
wood, Cherry Hill, Van Buren 
Township, Livonia, and 
Romulus. 

At issue is a controversial 
finding by a federal judge that 
public schools in Detroit have 
been segregated over the 
years by racially 
discriminatory legal acts of 
the school board and the state 

To remedy the situation, 
Judge Roth ruled in 1971 a 


busing plan must be adopted 
to integrate schools in Detroit 
and its predominantly white 
suburbs. 

The area, encompassing 
more than 300 square miles, 
has a total enrollment of some 
780,000 students in 53 school 
districts in three counties. 

THE THREAT of cross- 
district busing has stirred up 
massive resistance in the 
suburbs, with parents groups 
vowing to keep their children 
out of public schools rather 
than allow them to be bused. 

Judge Roth ruled that any 
integration plan for Detroit 
must involve the entire 


metropolitan area because 
complete desegregation of the 
city’s system alone would 
create large black majorities 
in all schools. 

A plan involving Detroit 
only, he said, would simply 
change a school system which 
is now perceived as black and 
white to one that would be 
perceived as black, “thereby 
increasing the flight of 
whites” from the city. 

“A large metropolitan area 
such as we have in our case 
cannot be made the subject of 
instant integration,'" Roth 
declared at a hearing.

Public officials' forum 

Trailers have hazards

Mobile home parks offer far 
too great of a potential for 
health hazards, unsafe con- 
struction and disregard for 
park residents’ rights. These 
problems became painfully 
evident in the recent flash-fire 
death of eight persons caught 
in a Genessee County' mobile 
home fire. The testimony of 
many park residents vic- 
timized by questionable 
practices and hidden fees 
further dramatizes the need 
for official attention. 

Interest in corrective state 
legislation now is at a high 
level with action focused on 
several bills before the House 
Urban Affairs Committee I 
am personally helping to 
review those items and to 
draft other legislation as vice- 
chairman of the Special Study 
Committee on Mobile Homes, 
chaired by House Majority 
Leader Bobby Crim. 

Our bill will address such 
concerns as the lack of staff 
and expertise within health 
units to adequately enforce 
heaUh regulation*;^, lack# 
any < fire safety construction 
standards for Michigan- 
produced mobile homes until 
at least July, 1974; and the 
need to protect tenant rights 
from such practices as 
requirements to buy .the 
mobile home from the park 
owners’ own dealership 

IT ALSO will cover lack of a 
warranty, exhorbitant finance 
charges on mobile home 


loans, overly high insurance 
rates and extra fees charged 
anyone moving into a leaving 
a park or for extra guests 

Michigan now boasts 250.000 
mobile homes and annually 
approves at least 100 new 
mobile home parks or park 
additions, representing about 
20,000 new home sites. This 
rapid expansion places a great 
strain on agencies approving 
park construction permits and 
licensing mobile home parks. 

The increase in absentee 
park owners, some of whom 
simply sue the parks as tax 
write-offs, has compounded 
the problems of protecting the 
health, safety, and rights ot 
tenants. 

The proposed Mobile Home 
Commission Act (House Bill 
5666), sponsored by Rep 
Bobby Crim, myself and 
others, represents the focal 
point of attempts to replace 
the outdated 1959 statute, now 
providing for state mobile 
home regulation. 

THE BILL proposes a 
Mobile Home Commission 
within the Department of 
Commerce with the respon- 
sibility to license qualifying 
mobile home parks and 
revoke licenses of violators; to 
prepare a Mobile Home Code 
setting health, safety and 
tenants rights standards; and 
to oversee the administration 
and enforcement of the code 
by local governments 

The code would ‘specify 
acceptable mobile home 
construction standards and 
warranties and license and 


regulate the layout and 
operation of mobile home 
parks. It would protect further 
purchasers of mobile homes 
from illegal sales and service 
practices, including the 
operations of those installing 
and repairing mobile homes. 

The centralization of all 
aspects of the mobile home 
industry is long overdue. 
House Bill 5666 should provide 
for a more efficient method of 
delivery services to the many 
residents and communities 
who now find themselves 
frustrated by government 
inefficiency. 


One of the nation’s first 
elected county chief 
executives said Wayne County 
citizens “couldn't go wrong” 
by electing a full-time 
executive to handle county 
affairs.

county government” through 
the election of county officials. 

Until the Michigan 

Legislature adopted a bill 
proposed by State Sen, Carl D. 
Pur sell (R 14th District), a 
former Wayne County 

Commissioner, counties 
throughout the state were run 
by boards of commissioners. 

IN WAYNE County, 26 men 
elected by district throughout 
the county, attempt to handle 
all county affairs on a part- 
time basis. 

While Caso admits there is a 
need for *a form of county 
government . to act as 
representatives for various 
areas of the county, he also 


said there is a need for a 
central head to handle its day- 
to-day business 
A proposal to change Wayne 
County's charter to provide 
either for a county manager, a

CHAPTER X 
Article 8 

PROPOSED ORDINANCE TO REQUIRE PARENTS TO 
EXERCISE REASONABLE CONTROL OVER THE 
CONDUCT OF THEIR MINOR CHILDREN AND TO 
PROVIDE CIVIL AND CRIMINAL PENALTIES TO 
PARENTS WHO KNOWINGLY FAIL TO EXERCISE 
PROPER CONTROL OVER THEIR MINOR CHILDREN 
WHEREAS, the City Council has been advised that of- 
fenses against the laws of the United States, the statutes of 
Michigan and the ordinances of the City of Romulus, by 
minors under the age of eighteen (18) years are in- 
creasing at an alarming rate, and 
WHEREAS, the increasing problems of offenses and acts 
of such minors are not being solved by criminal and civil 
sanctions on the minors; and 

WHEREAS, it appears that civil and criminal sanctions 
imposed on irresponsible parents will result in increased 
parental supervision and a decrease in criminal activity 
by such minors; 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1 Shdrt Title. 1.1 This ordinance shall be en- 
titled The Parental Responsibility Ordinance. 

Section 2 Addition to Existing Code. 2.1 This Ordinance 
shall be set forth as Chapter X, Article 8, of the existing 
Code of Ordinances for the City of Romulus 
Section 3 Prohibited Acts. 3.1 It shall be unlawful for 
the parent of any minor to fail or neglect to exercise 
reasonable parental control over a minor which neglect or 
failure results in the minor committing any criminal act 
or becoming delinquent in accordance with the Probate 
Code as it pertains to juveniles, and it shall further be 
unlawful for any parent to allow, aid, abet or encourage 
any minor to commit any criminal act or become 
delinquent in accordance with the Probate Code as it 
pertains to juveniles. Neglect or failure of a parent to 
exercise reasonable control shall include, but not 
necessarily be limited to the following acts or omissions: 

To (a) Knowingly permit the minor to violate any City 
of Romulus curfew law which is presently in force or 
which may be enacted. 

(b) Knowingly permit the minor to associate with 
known juvenile delinquents or adult criminals or persons 
the parent has reason to believe are juvenile delinquents 
or adult criminals. 

(c) Knowingly permit the minor to keep stolen property 
or property the parent has reason to believe has been 
stolen. 

(d) Knowingly permit the minor to be absent without 
cause from regular school sessions. 

(e) Knowingly permit the minor to possess alcoholic 
beverages, unlawful drugs or narcotics, or substances 
which the parent has reason to believe are alcoholic 
beverages, unlawful drugs or narcotics. 

(f) Knowingly permit the minor to operate a motor 
vehicle without a license or knowingly permit a minor 
with a license to operate a motor vehicle in a careless, 
reckless or negligent manner upon the streets of the City 
of Romulus. 

(g) Knowingly permit the minor to loiter around 
abandoned buildings. 

(h) Knowingly permit the minor to gamble or associate 
with known gamblers 

(i) Knowingly permit the rfiinor to willfully or 
maliciously destroy the real or personal property of 
others. 

(j) Knowingly permit the minor to be without proper 
supervision in the absence of the Parents. 

(k) Knowingly permit the minor to commit any act with 
a firearm, knife, explosive or other dangerous instrument 
which might endanger the health, safety and welfare of 
any person 

3.2 It shall be presumed that a parent had knowledge of 
any of the above acts of a minor if the act was committed 
during the hours of curfew when the minor was required 
to be at his residence and under the care, custody and 
control of the parent 

Section 4 Penalties and Liabilities 4.1 Criminal Every 
parent who neglects or fails to exercise the proper control 
over his minor children through the commission of one or 
more of the above listed prohibited acts shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall be 
punished by a fine not to exceed $1,000.00, and the costs of 
his prosecution, or by imprisonment in the County Jail for 
a period not to exceed ninety (90) days, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 

4.2 Civil. Any person may recover damages not to ex- 
ceed $1,500 00 in a civil action in a court of competent 
jurisdiction against the parents or parent of a minor who 
has maliciously or willfully destroyed real, personal or

CHAPTER 10 
ARTICLE 9 

PROPOSED CURFEW ORDINANCE 
An Ordinance to control the gathering of minor children 
on the streets and in certain public establishments during 
prescribed hours unless said minor is accompanied by a 
parent or guardian. 

WHEREAS, the City of Romulus has found that a sub- 
stantial number of minors are frequenting certain public 
highways, buildings, land, public establishments and 
other areas within the City of Romulus, and; 

WHEREAS, the presence and activities of such persons 
during certain hours has created situations detrimental 
to the health, safety, welfare and peaceful existence of 
persons within the City of Romulus, and, 

WHEREAS, the City of Romulus deems it in the best in- 
terest of the citizens of Romulus and in the best interest of 
the children living in the City of Romulus to restrict the 
presence of minors in certain public places during certain 
hours of the day and evening. 

THE CITY OF ROMULUS ORDAINS: 

Section 1. Short Title 

Section 1.1 This Ordinance shall be known as the 
Curfew Ordinance. 

Section 2. prohibited Acts. 

Section 2.1. It shall be unlawful for any minor to be in 
any public street, school, playground, vacant land, park, 
theater, bowling alley, restaurant, pool or billard room, 
store, or other place of public gathering or establishment 
except as hereafter provided, unless accompanied by a 
parent or guardian. 

The following is a schedule of curfew hours for each age 
group of minors for the City of Romulus: 

(a) Minors ten years (10) of age or younger shall not be 
permitted in any of the above described public places 

between the hours of 10 :00 p.m. and 6 : 30 a -m,, 

(b) Minors between the ages of eleven years (11),, and 
fifteen years (15) inclusive shall not be permitted in the 
above described public places between the hours of 11:00 
p.m. and 6:30 a m. 

(c) Minors age sixteen ( 16) and seventeen (17) shall not 
be permitted in the above described public places between 
the hours of 12:00 midnight and 6:30 a m , except on 
Friday and Saturday nights, at which time the curfew 
hours for such age group only shall be 1 : 00 a m. and 6:30 
a m. of the following morning. 

Section 3. Prohibited Acts of Owners of Public 
Establishments. 

Section 3.1 It shall be unlawful for the owner, operator, 
person in charge or employee of any theater, bowling 
alley, restaurant, pool or billiard room, school, park, 
vacant land or store to permit a minor or a child whom he 
reasonably believes to be a minor to remain in such 
establishment contrary to the provisions and prohibited 
hours established by this Ordinance. 

Section 4 Aiding and Abetting a Minor to Violate the 
Provisions of this Ordinance 
Section 4.1. It shall be unlawful for any person to assist, 
aid. abet or encourage any minor to violate the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 

Section 5. Exemptions 

Section 5.1. The provisions of this Ordinance shall not 
apply to a minor accompanied by his or her parent, legal 
guardian or adult entrusted by said minors parent or legal
